GRIER CONTINUE 
FIGHT ON TAXES 


Proposed Relief Measure Is | 
Killed in Senate; To 
Be Initiative |

C. E. Grier’s tax plan of the state 
obtaining money for school opera- | 
tion through a special sales tax 
or some other kind of a tax rather 
than from real estate tax will be 
presented to the people in No- 
vember, 1932, as an_ initiative | 
measure, Mr. Grier said today on 
his return from Sacramento, 
where he saw the legislature turn 
down the proposal. 

By a vote of 7 to 5, a senate 
committee defeated the. proposed 
measure. In doing so it prevented | 
the bill from coming to a vote in 
the senate; ag to whether or not 
the proposal should be placed on 
the 1932 ballot. After this de-/ 
feat, the only recourse is to ob-| 
tain enough signatures to put it on 
the ballot and permit the voters to 
decide. 

“Plans are being made now to 
put it on the ballot,” Mr. Grier said 
this morning. He and his sup- 
porters will not cease waging the 
fight for lower taxes on real estate 
until the measure is finally pre-

The following comment made by ex-Governor Friend W 
Riehardson at the recent convention of the California News. 
paper Publishers Assn. in Stockton may not sound so good to 
the ‘‘city fellers,’’ but it ‘‘tiekles the vanity’’ 
are writing editorials in the country 
governor: 

‘The best editorial writing today is in the weekly field; the 
worst is in the metropolitan press. On the big city papers the 
editorial writers are hired; they write what they are told to 
write. Weekly editors write what they feel. 

“The weekly editor must face his constituents and is next 
to his people. He must meet them face 
and therefore must assume more responsibility. 

‘‘The metropolitan editorial writer is housed in a sheltered 
office on the top floor of a big office building. He has no direet | 
contact with the mass of people and they none with him. He 
therefore does not feel the responsibility that the country 
editor does.’ 

Having been in the 
gvovernor ‘‘knows whereof he speaks,”’ especially when he says 
‘‘the weekly editor must face his constituents.”’ And don’t 
those constituents tell you a-plenty when they meet you face 
to face! They do—when there is something said they | 
like and with which they don’t agree.
